Catch  a  beetles-one  of  those  large  black 

:  bcettes  so  f ommonly  seem  under  stones— for 
instance,  ftnd  «ee  if  you  can  decide.  JPirst  of 
all,  take  a. piece  of  candle,  crease  or  some 
spft  wax  and  melt  it  into  a  flat  shape  over  a 

>  fire  or  borrow  the  wax  covering  from  a  jar  of 
;  fruit  in  the  pantry.   Take    it.  after   it  has 

hardened,  and  over  the  flame  of  a  spirit  U|||np 
melt  a  small  area  about  the  size  of  a  coin. 
Just  before  it  hardens  again  press  the  beetle 
gently  but  ficiply  into  the  soft  wax  so  that 
tt  is  held  there.  A  beetle  is  sugi^ted,  he-

trian soldier  fought  against  the  Ital- 
ians with  indisputable  valor,  and  dls- 
^  hallonalltles  did  noTll;^- 
feot  his  fIghUng  spirit.  All  of  them 
— AustrUins,  Hungarians,  Slovenes 
and  Croatlaaa — ^rliMillod  one  another 
In  ferocity.  The  ^«CSnrt .  Italy  wa« 
called  upon  to  make  was  enorm^s. 
Oat  of  a  population  of  36,000.000 
they  had  to  eall  to  the  colors, 
twenty-six  classes,  that  Is.
